70(E).“, Whereas, the Central Government vide notification of the Government 
of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Shipping, Road Transport and Highways (Department 
ot Road Transport and Highways) number S.0.1399 (E), dated the 27th September, 2005, 
issued under section 11 of the National Highways Authority of India Act, 1988 (68 ol 1988) 
( hereinafter referred to as the said Act) had entrusted the stretch from Km. 0.000 - Km 
134.200 (Salem - Ulundurpet section) of national highway No 68, in the State of Tamil 
Nadu, to the National Highways Authority of India (hereinafter referred to as the 
Authority); 

And whereas, pursuant to the powers conferred by section 14 of the said Act, the 
Authority has entered into an agreement with M/s SU Toll Road Limited, having its 
registered office af H Block, 1st Floor, Dhirubhai Ambani BCnowledge City, Navi Mumbai - 
400710 (hereinafter referred to as the Concessionaire), for the development, operation and 
.maintenance of the section ftom Km. 0.000 - Km 134 000 ( design chainage Km 0.313 - Km 
136.670) ( Salem - Ulundurpet section) of national highway No, 68 ( new national 
highway No 79) in the State of Tamil Nadu (hereinafter referred to as the said section) on 
build, operate and Transfer(BOT) basis; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8A of the National 
Highways Act, 1956 (48 of 1956), read with the National Highways (Collection of Fees by 
any person for the Use ot Section of. National Highways/Permanent Bridge/Temporai^^ 
Bridge on National Higliway) Rules, 1997, the Central Government, having regard to the 
expenditure involved in building, maintenance, management and operation of the said 
section, interest on the capital invested, reasonable return, the volume of traffic and the 
period of the agreement entered into between the Authority and the Concessionaire, 
hereby notifies that there shall be levied and collected fees computed based on formula 
given in serial number 3 under "Notes" considering the base fee specified in column (3) of 
the following Table hereinafter referred to as the said Table, on the categories of vehicles 
specified in column (2) of the said Table, for the use of the said section, and authorises the 
Concessionaire to collect and retain the said fee on and from the date of commercial 
operation or publication of this notification in the Official Gazette, whichever is later, till 
the termination date, namelv:-

1. Fee shall be collected at the toll plazas located at Km 21.750, Km 73.760 and Km 
105.000 for a length of 45.452 Kilometers at each plaza. 

2. For the purposes of this notification,- 

(a) "actual fee" means the fee actually charged from the users of the said section 
on the basis of- 

(i) its length in kilometers assigned for each fee plaza; 

(ii) base fee given in the said Table duly indexed and 

rounded off to nearest one rupee; 

(b) "date of comm^cial operation" means the date on which commercial 
operation of the said section begins after issue of the completion certificate or 
the provisional completion certificate, as the case may be, by the Independent 
Consultant, upon completion of the said section in accordance with the 
provisions of the agreement entered into between the Authority and the 
Concessionaire; 

(c) "day" shall mean a continuous period of twenty-four hours; 

(d) "local traffic", in relation to the fee payable for the category of vehicles specified 
against S.No.l of the above Table, means the following categories of local traffics, 
namely 

(i) "local traffic category I" which shall include users being- 

(A) residents of villages, towns or cities the boundaries of which are within a radius 
of ten kilometers from the toll plaza; 

• (B) establishments or industrial units which are located within a radius of ten 
kilometers from the toll plaza; 

(C) employees of establishments or industrial units which are located or which have 
their offices within a radius of ten kilometers from the toll plaza; and 

(D) self employed persons or businessmen having their place of work within a radius 
of ten kilometers from the toll plaza: 
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(ii) "local traffic category li" which shall include users being- 

(A) residents of villages, towns or cities the boundaries of which are within a radius 
of more than ten kilometers but within twenty kilometers from the toll plaza; 

(B) establishments or industrial units which are located within a radius of more than 
ten kilometers but within twenty kilometers from the toll plaza; 

(C) employees of establishments or industrial units which are located or have their 
offices within a radius of more than ten kilometers but within twenty kilometers 
from the toll plaza; and 

(D) self employed persons or businessmen having their place of work within a radius 
of more than ten kilometers but within twenty kilometers from the toll plaza; 

(e) "termination date" means the date on which the agreement entered into between 
the Authority and the Concessionaire expires pursuant to the provisions of the said 
agreement or is terminated by termination notice; ' 

(f) words and expressions used herein and not defined but defined in the agreement 
entered into between the Authority and the Concessionaire in respect of the said 
section shall have the same meaning as assigned to them respectively in the said 
agreement. 


The actual fee and revision thereof effective from the 1®* September every year shall

When the same vehicle has to cross the said section more than once in a day, the user 
shall have the option to pay fee for multiple trips at the rate one and half times the 
rate specified in column (3) of the said Table while crossing the toil plaza in the first 
trip itself, or where such vehicle has to use the said section continuously and 
frequently for the entue month, the user may have a monthly pass at the rate thirty 
times the rate applicable for single trip as specified in column(3) of the said table. 
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O 5. No fee shall be charged or collected in respect of the lollowing vehicles, namely:- 

(a) Vehicles- 

(i) having VIP symbols or officially belonging to- 

(A) the President of India; 

(B) the Vice-President of India; 

(C) tlie Governor of a State and the Lt Governor of a Union territory; 

(D) a Foreign dignitary on State visit to India; ' 

(E) a Foreign Diplomat stationed in India using cars with "CD'7"CC" number 
plates; 

(F) the Chairman of Rajya Sabha or the Speaker of Lok Sabha or the Chairman of 
State Legislative Council or the Speaker of State Legislative Assembly or a Minister 
for the Union or State or the Leader of Opposition in Lok Sabha or Rajya Sabha or 
State Legislatures having the Status of Cabinet Minister, if he is sitting in the vehicle;

(G) a Member of Parliament in the entire country or a Member of Legislative 
Assembly of a State or a Member of Legislative Council of a State, in the respective 
State, if he produces his identity card issued by the Parliament or concerned 
Legislature of a State, as the case may be; 

(ii) belonging to awards of Gallantry awardes such as Param Vir Chakra, Ashok 
Chakra, Maha Vir Chakra, Kirti Chakra, Vir Chakra and Shaurya Chakra, if such 
awardee produces his photo identity card duly authenticated by the Competent 
Authority for such award; 

(b) Defence vehicles, including those eligible for exemption in accordance with the 
provisions of the Indian Toll (Army and Air Force) Act, 1901'and the rules made 
there under (as extended to Navy); 

(c) Police vehicles. Fire fighting vehicles. Ambulances, Funeral vans. Post and 
Telegraph Department's vehicles. Central and State Government vehicles on duty. 

6. Concessionaire shall not collect fees from local traffic in the excess of the 
following discounted rates- 

(a) car, van or jeep: 

(i) Local Traffic Category I: Monthly pass of Rs.150.00 

(ii) Local Traffic Category II: Monthly pass of Rs.300.00 

(b) light Commercial Vehicles / Trucks (Local Transport Operators): 

Concessional fee may be taken from the Local Transport Operators at the rate of 
Rs.25 (Rupees twenty five) for trucks for each entry and Rs.l5 (Rupees fifteen) for 
Light Commercial Vehicles for each entry on production of proof for plying within a 
radius of twenty kilometers such as goods challan showing its origin and destination 
and clearly specifying the return details of the vehicle:

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(c) School Buses.— Monthly passes at the rate of Rupees one thousand for school 
buses carrying school students crossing the toll plaza may be given after obtaining 
written request of the school principal along with the document showing recognition 
of the school and the registi-ation of the school bus. 

Provided that where a separate service lane is opened for free use by local 
traffic, the Concessionaire shall levy and collect fee from such local traffic only if they 
use the said section. 

7. Concessionaire shall not collect any Fees from Local Traffic in excess of the 
discounted rates mentioned in this Schedule G, provided however, that if a separate 
service lane is opened for free use by local traffic, tlie Concessionaire shall levy and 
collect Fee from such local traffic, if they use the four laiie highway. 

8. The concessionaire shall publish substance of this notification in two local 
newspapers (one of which shall be vernacular language) also state the date of 
commercial operation as per the provision of this notification, at least ten days prior 
to the date of commercial operation and such substance shall also be repeated ten 
days prior to givmg effect to revised fees as per this notification. 

9. The Concessionaire shall nominate an officer as in-charge of fee collection and the 
Concessionaire as well as the said officer shall be jointly and severally responsible for 
ensuring that fee is collected at the specified rates smoothly, without causing undue 
hardship to the road users and also for all matters connected therewith 

10. The rate of fee, the category of vehicles exempted from payment of fee and the 
name, address and telephone number of Concessionaire to whom complaints, if any, 
should be addressed, shall be conspicuously and prominently displayed 500 meters 
ahead of the toll plaza, 100 meters ahead of die toll plaza and at the toll plaza also, the 
height of display boards and size of letters being such that the driver can easily read 
the display boards. 

11. The actual fee to be charged from users shall be computed by the concessionaire 
and sent to Authority for validation as soon as possible after 31®* March in every year 
but at least forty-five days before the revised rate is to be effective so as to enable the 
Authority to provide any comments or seek clarifications, if any, within a period of 
fifteen days from the date of receipt of the said proposal and if the Authority does not 
offer comments or seek clarifications during this period, the revised fee, as proposed by 
the Concessionaire, shall be deemed to have been confirmed by the Authority.
